AVhen  therefore  liberlv  is  ernsl'.ed,  or  alioiit  to  be  crushed, 
no  wonder  if  the  voice  of  a'l  those  great  inalienable  rights 
breaks  out  in  loots  of  thunder.  When  pleading  for  lilH-rty, 
he  that  fully  ideniilic*  himself  wit'i  the  oppressed  will  natu¬ 
rally  implore  with  thrilling  earnestness,  or  reason  with  vehe¬ 
mence,  or  threaten  with  daring  sternness,  as  the  various 
eiD4>tions  awakened  by  Lis  theme,  by  turns  gain  the  ast.'cn- 
dency  of  impression  within  him. 

Thete  reflection*  are  occasioned  hy  reading  in  the  London 
New  Monthly  .Magazine,  a  spirited  article  rrspeclirg  Po¬ 
land.  The  author  ({uoles  from  a  j>oem,  entitled  “  The 
World,”  a  long  and  jtowerful  parxage,  from  which  we  ex¬ 
tract  a  few  paragraphs,  for  the  sake  of  illustrating  the  sonli- 
menU  juat  expressed :

More  than  a  century  ago.  Bishop  Berkely  record¬ 
ed  the  following  sentiment,  which  is  not  more  ad¬ 
mirable  for  its  elegance  than  for  its  truth  :

They  may  raise  the  sand-hills  of 
iheir  systems,  and  think  lioui  them  lo  demolish  the 
divine  word.  \  ain  and  impotent  the  age!  Some 
unlortunate  discovery,  as  science  advances,  demo¬ 
lishes  the  whole  by  a  single  roll  of  its  rnighiy  wa¬ 
ters,  and  the  next  wave  waslies  it  into  eternal  ob¬ 
livion.”
